Foꝛalmuch as 
22 jath alwayes been Our great care, fo the good of Our 
dubjects { | this Dar anrtent Kingdom, to impzove and 
encourage the Panufactoztes thereof ; And conſidering, that 
by theercelstve impoztation of Fozraign Salt, and the applying thereof to all domeſtick 
and oꝛdinary uſes, contrary to the intent of many good Laws made thereanent, the 
ancient and uſekul Manukactoꝛy of Salt is like to be ruined, and many thouſands of 
pooꝛ people who are thereby maintained, in hazard to be bzought to extream poverty: 
And finding allo, that by the unlimited impoꝛtation ok Foꝛraign Salt, We are frequently 
defrauded ol Our Cuſtom and Exciſe due to Us out of the lame, notwithſtanding ok all 
endeavours in the contrair. We therefoze , with advice of the Lozds of Our Pztvy 
Council, do hereby pꝛohibite and diſcharge allperſons whatſoever , either Natives oz 
Forraigners , without the particular Licence of the Lozds Commiſsioners of Our 
Theſaury, to impoꝛt any Salt into this Our Kingdom, from and after the tenth day 
of April next, in this inſtant year of God, one thouſand ſir hundzed and ſeventy one years, 
under the pain of confiſcation to Our behoove of the ſame, and of the Ships and Ueſlels 
in which the ſame happens to be impozted. And Oꝛdains thele pzelents to be painted, 
andpubliſhed at the Percat-croſſe of Edinburgh and other places needful , that none
